Incident Summary:  On 07/20/2017, 70 year old Ronald Chapman the franchise owner of Teamworldwide 
Delivery Company located off Alum Creek Dr., filed an embezzlement report with The Columbus Division 
of Police. The report listed former bookeeper and officer administrator Annette Spence as the suspect. 
Following an investigation by the Columbus Police Economic Crime Unit, it was discovered Ms. Spence 
embezzled $270,589.57 by fraudulently adding income to her pay, stealing company checks, and making 
fraudulent purchases on a company credit card. The theft occurred between January 2011 and 
December 2016.   
 
On January 25, 2018 an F1 arrest warrant for Theft from the Elderly was issued for Ms. Spence and on 
01/30/2018 Spence turned herself in to Columbus Police Headquarters without incident.  Ms. Spence is 
currently at the Franklin County Jail.
